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ABSTRACT 

In the present communication 126 useful and medicinal plants are reported from the 
Chandrapur district (Maharashtra State). 


INTRODUCTION 

Chandrapur district of Maharashtra State 
is situated at y8°^o'-8i° east longitude and 
20°50 / -i 8°4 o' north latitude. While making 
floristic studies, attention was also given to 
gather the local information about the use¬ 
ful and medicinal plants, of the area. Fre¬ 
quency, locality of collection and local (Mara¬ 
thi) names of plants have been given for 
each species. Regarding the medicinal uses 
mostly such information as has been gather¬ 
ed locally either from villagers or local Vaids, 
is given in this paper and such information 
does not seem to have been recorded in the 
works of Chopra et al. (1956, 1969), Dastur 
(1951, 1961) and Wealth of India (1948-1972). 

MENISPERMACEAE

The plant is used as an external applica¬ 
tion on burns.
